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THE Board appointed to make the statutory tests 
of the new Navy guns are still waiting for a 
proper standard of powder before beginning the fir- 
ings. The equivalent they have decided upon for 
‘battle firings ” is understood to be ten rounds fired 
as-rapidly as possible with each type of gun. 








THE Elcho Shield, won by the Irish team this year 
at Wimbledon, has been handed over to the custody 
of the Lord Mayor of Dublin, where it will again 
grace the walls of the City Hall. The Elcho compe- 
tition was established in 1862 and opened to repre- 
sentatives from Ireland in 1865. Since then Ireland 
has won it eight times; six times since 1875, to four 
victories for England and one for Scotland. 








INSPECTORS GENERAL have had the inspection of 
State universities and colleges, to which Regular 
Army officers are assigned, added to their duties,

Mrs. King recovers not less than $500,000 of her pro- 
perty, in addition toa money claim of $150,000 for 
real and personal property illegally converted by 
the defendant, one of the Arms Manufacturing firm 
of Lllion, New York.

CoLONEL CHARLES WHITTLESEY, well-known in 
literary and scientific circles, died Oct. 18, at his resi- 
dence in Cleveland, Ohio, of inflammatory rheuma- 
tism. He was born in Southington, Conn., on Oc- 
tober 8, 1808. He entered West Point in 1827. was 
graduated in 1831 and promoted brevet 2d Lieuten- 
ant 6th Infantry, July 1, 1831. 1n October of that 
year he was transferred to the 5th Infantry and re- 
signed Sept. 30, 1832. In 1837 he was appointed on the 
Ohio Geological Survey. From 1847 to 1851 he was 
in the Government Survey of Lake Superior and the 
ae Mississippi with reference to the mines and 
minerals. From to 1860 he was in the Wisconsin 
Geological Survey. lo April, 1861, he joined the Ohio 
Governor’s staff us Assistant Q. M.General. He was 
State Military Engineer for Ohio troops with Gens. 
McClellan, Cox and Hill in West Virginia in the 
three mouths’ service; then he was made Colonel of 
the 20th Ohio Volunteersand detailed as Chief Engr. 
of the Dept. of Ohio. He was at the batile of Fort 
Donelson und commanded the 3d Brigade of Wal- 
lace’s Division at Shiloh. He resigned on account of 
illness April 19, 1862, and returned to Cleveland, 
which bas been his residence for freee A years. Col. 
Whittlesey’s contributions to scientific literature 
have attracted wide attention among the scientific 
men of Europe and America. Among his literary 
works are “Smithsonian Contributions to Knowl- 
edge,’’ ** Fresh Water Glacial Drift,” ** Fugitive Es- 
says,” “‘ Ancient Mining on Lake Superior,” “ Fluc- 
tuations of Lake Levels,” “ United States Geological 
Surveys of the Upper Mississippi,” and essays on the 
—— resoures of the Rocky Mountains and other 
subjects. 


Tue Rev. John Forsyth, D. D., LL. D., died in 
Newburg on Sunday night, Oct. 17, in his 76th year. 
He was graduated from Rutgers College and after- 
ward trom the Edinburgh University, Scotland, He 
studied theology in the latter place under Dr. Thos. 
Chalmers and in Glasgow under Dr. Thomas Dick, 
He was licensed to preach iv April, 1833, by the Pres- 
bytery of Aberdeen, Scotland, and ordained in July, 
184, by the Presbytery of New York. He was Pastor 
of an Associate formed congregation in Phila- 
delphia until 1836 and of the Union Church, New- 
burg, to 1847. He was Professor of Biblical Litera- 
ture in the Theological Seminary, Newburg, from 
1837 to 1842, Professor of Latin in Princeton College 
from 1847 to 1853, and again Professor in the semin- 
ary at Newburg from 1853 to 1858. He was Professor 
of English Language and Literature in Rutgers 
College from to 1863. Serving from July to Sep- 
tember, 1862, as chaplain of the New York State 

Ailitia. In 1871 he was appointed chaplain and Pro- 
yessor at the Military Academy and served in that 
position until Dec. 12, 1881, when he was retired with 
the pay of a Colonel. He was the author of several 
works on theological subjects and was highly 
esteemed rs who knew him, for his } ‘ 
Piety and kindliness of heart, 


THE remains of the late Capt. O. B. Boyd, U. 8. A.., 
who died a few months ago in New Mexico, were 
brought toSan Antomo Oct.8 and buried in the 
National Cemetery onthe hill. The funeral services 
atthe grave were conducted in the usual military 
manner, apd were witnessed by Gen. Stanley and 
staff and nearly all the officers and their families on 
duty here. ‘Capt. Boyd,” says the San Antonio Ez- 
press, “is lovingly remembered by many San Anto- 
nians for the many sterling qualities which go to 
make a soldier anda gentleman. Besides being an 
accomplished officer, beloved by bis brothers in the 
Army and companions in every walk of life, he was 
an orator of the highest order, having distinguished 
himself here on several ocvasions;: but most notably 
as the orator on Decoration Day in 1885. He was one 
of the most genial of men, and bis unexpected death, 
— from home on = was a sad blow to his lov- 
ing family and devoted friends.” 


THE suicide is reported of Mr. Bayard Taylor Put- 
nam, of the U. 8. Geological survey, in charge of the 
surveying party in Hoosac Mountain. He had been 
missing from camp for two days, and after a thor- 
ough search his lifeless body was found hanging toa 
tree. He was a brother of the Messrs. Putnam, the 
publishers, and was considered one of the most 
promising geologists in the country. He had a 
severe attack of typhoid fever about a year ago 
from which he never fully recovered, and it is 
thought the exposure among the mountains must 
have so worked upon bis weakened constitution as 
to cause temporary insanity. Mr. Putnam leavesa 
widow, who was a Miss Grace Thacher, of New York, 
and one child about two years of age.

THE NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


TuHatT the Army | be a school for the thorough 
military instruction of its officers, their duties shouid 
be so arranged that each officer after learning and 
performing one class of duties thoroughly well, 
should be subjected to a similar training in connec- 
tion with another class of duties. 

It is but natural that an officer should wish to ob- 
tain and continue the duty that is the most agree- 
able, distinguished and remunerative, and it is to 
be ex ted that he will pull all wires for bis own 
benefit, unless there are rigidly enforced rules to 
prevent. 

1st. The Regulations should designate the rank of 
the line officers who may be detailed on staff of the 
different grades of general officers. The line officer 
when performing staff duty should have the local 
rank, pay and emoluments of a mounted officer of 
one grade higher than the rank he actually holds in 
his regiment. As two years is ample time for the 
General to instruct the officer in staff duty and as 
the object is to instruct as many officers as possible 
in that duty, two years should be the extreme limit 
of that detail. his term is quite sufficient for an 
officer to become rusty in his regimental duties. 
Every officer, when promoted, should, if absent, re- 
turn at once and serve two years in his new grade 
before being detailed away from it. No officer who 
has served one tour of staff duty should be detailed 
for asecond tour while holding the same grade. No 
officer should be detailed for staff duty who has not 
seryed the previous two years with his regiment and 
in the grade he holds. ben a regiment is removed 
from the command of a General, the officers on his 
staff who belong to the regiment should be relieved 
and accompany their regiment. 

2d. Every officer will in time havea staff of his 
own. He will bea more competent instructor and 
a more efficient officer if he when a junior had prac- 
tically performed staff duty. A second lieutenant 
should learn the field, garrison, and paper duties 
of his company and post, and should serve continu- 
ously with his company, but the duties of first lieu- 
tenant are similar to thuse of a second, and when 
he becomesa first he should be taught staff and 
other detached duties. Regimental commanders 
should be required to detail for their regimental 
staff the two senior first lieutenants who have never 
performed that duty. At the expiration of two 
years (or sooner if he wishes and they have learned 
the duties) he should relieve them and detail the 
next two. 

3d. At the commencement of a war, or when going 
into the field during Indian troubles, etc., every 





— 





genera] and regimental commander should be 
allowed to relieve the officers (being instructed) on 
his staff and detail any others of the same grade 
whom he may prefer. 

A young man wishing to become an officer in the 
German Army must pass the University examina- 
tion and then be accepted by the officers of some 
regiment as a cadet. e then learns and performs 
all the duties of private soldier, corporal, and ser- 
geant (though he all the time lives at the officers’ 
mess and associates with the officers), and then he 
goes to the Military College. After eonpleting bis 
studies he returns to his regiment, and is then voted 
upon at a confidential 34° of all the officers of 
his regiment. lf elected he is appointed an officer 
in that regiment. If any cflicer votes “no” his 
objections are discussed, and if considered valid the 
cadet is confidentially informed that he is not 
elected, which of course ends bis connection with 
the Army. 

All lieutenants of three years’ service can com- 
pete for entrance to the Staff College. The course 
there is three years. A certain number of those 
who pageete distinguished for good habits, ability 
and hard work are appointed captains in the line 
corps to which they belong. They serve in the line 
as line officers, but at any time can be detailed to 
perform staff duty for a tour of ere only. The 
authorities consider continuous st duty as injur- 
ing au officer for command, and that longer than 
two years’ absence weakens an ,officer’s sympathy 
with and interest in his particular line corps. All 
promotion in the German Army (except the special 
distinction at the Staff College, which gives a cap- 
taincy) is by seniority from junior lieutenant to 
commanding general. After the long marches and 
grand manoceuvres of corps every autumn all generals 
pt have not shown activity and ability are re- 
ired. 

Is it not a matter of surprise that our Army is as 
efficient as it is, when it is a struggle of political 
influence among brigadier generals as to who shall 
be major general and among colonels as to who shall 
be brigadier general, and a struggle of political, 
family or personal influence amorg lieutenants and 
captains as to wno shall be detailed on staff duty or 
appointed in a staff corps? TEXAS. 








THE SIGNAL OFFICE ACCOUNTS. 


SECOND COMPTROLLER MAYNARD and Third Au- 
ditor Williams concluded, this week a critical re-ex- 
amination of the accounts of the Signal Service from 
Sept. 1, 1880, to July 1, 1886.

Q. M., who consecutively held the office cf dis- 
bursing officer during the period mentioned. The ~ 
expenditures disallowed as authorized by law were 
principally for telegraphing. the purchase of sup- 
plies, and for the foreign service. 








GERONIMO TO BE CLOSELY CONFINED. 
» WAR DEPARTMENT, October i9, 1886. 
Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheridan, United States Army: 


Sir: By direction of the President, it is ordered that the 
hostile Apache adult Indians, 15 in number, recently cap- 
tured in Mexico and now et San Antonio, Texas, viz: Ger- 
onimo, Natchez, Percio, Fun, Abnandria, Nahi, Yabosza, 
Fishnolth, Touze, Bishi, Chapo, LaZaiyah, Molzos, Kilthdigai, 
Sephonne and Lonah, be sent under proper guard to Fort 
Pickens, Florida, there to be kept in close custody until 
further orders. These Indians have been guilty of the worst 
crimes known to the law, committed under circumstances 
of great atrocity ; and the public safety requires that they 
should be removed far from the scene of their depredations 
and guarded with the strictest vigilance. The remainder of 
the band captured at the same time, consisting of 11 women, 
six children, and two enlisted scouts, you are to send to Fort 
Marion, Florida, and place with the other Apache Indians 
recently conveyed to and now under custody at that post. 
You wiil see that al] details and arrangements are made for 
the prompt and efficient execution of this order.

CAPTURE OF THE LAST OF THE APACHES.

A detachment under Capt. Cooper, 10th Cav., has just ar- 
rived at the post, having captured Mangus and his whole 

rty, consisting of Mangus, two men, thiee squaws and 
ive children ; also 29 mules and five ponies, all of which 
were brought in. VIELE, Cap’ commanding. 


These Indians have been pursued by Lieut. John- 
son and others through Chiricahua (Mexico) and 
New Mexico since September 7. 

A later despatch (dated San Francisco, October 21,) 
from Assistant Adjutant Geveral McKeever says: 


The following telegram just received from General Miles : 
“ Mangus, who was captured by Captain Cooper, states that 
part of his band was captured by Mexicans and never heard 
trom afterwards. This would seem toconfirm other reports 
and giye rise to the report that Mangus himself had been 
killed.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In a case recently tried at Fort Snelling, Minn., the re- 
viewing authority, Gen, T. H. Ruger, says: “It apqeese 
from the record that after the finding of guilty had been 
rendered, evidence of one former conviction only, and that 
of an offence of minor degree, comparatively, was sub- 
mitted. It is thought the sentence is more severe than is 
suitable under the charge and with due weight given both 
to the fact and the nature of the former conviction.” 

In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Omaha, Gen. Crook 
Says: “The proceedings are fatally defective, in that the rec- 
ord of the same fails to show the place where, and the date 
when, the court wasin session for the trial of this case; it 
turther fails to show the names of the members and of the 
judge advocate of tke court, present at the trial, and the 
names of the members avsent, if'any. Judge advocates of 
courts-martial should be more careful in making up the rec- 
ords of proceedings, so that offenders may not escape de- 
Served punishment, through some fatal defect therein.” 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Wayne for 
Be ng an order, the reviewing authority, Maj. Gen. 

hofield, says: ‘The proceedings are approved, with the ex- 
ception of the admission by the court, against the protest of 
& member, of certain immaterial hearsay testimony. In its 

ngs and sentence the Division Commander is unable to 
etre the conclusions of the court. The evidence shows 
4s the prisoner was entering Fort Wayne, dressed in his 





best clothes, he was seen bylst Sergt. Wright, who at once 
sent Corp. Ryan to meet him with an order to report at the 
coal shed to assist in drawing coal for the company. Instead 
of obeying instantly the prisoner, who was encumbered, 
moreover, with a box and a burdle which had to be disposed 
of, went first to his quarters to put on his canvas suit, over- 
alls, etc., and while dog this was followed successively by 
the corporal and the Ist sergeant, and in less than 10 minutes 
found himself in confinement for disobedience of orders. 
The practice of the company, as established in evidence, to 
allow men ordered on fatigue duty time to don their canvas 
suits, is thought to bave so far justified the prisoner in his 
action in the present case, that the Division Commauder 
finds bimself reluctant to admit the justice of punishing him 
for soqaming thas this reasonable practice would not be dis- 
regarded in his single case. The opinion of Gore. Ryan that 
the prisoner was a “little slow” in changing his clothes, as he 
himself could have done it in five minutes, loses its signifi- 
cance in view of the witness's later statement that the pris- 
oner proceeded promptly to c' his clothes as soon as (he 
former gave him the sergeant’s order, and that he had no rea- 
son to believe that the prisoner did not intend to report at 
the coal shed as directed. The findings and sentence are dis- 
penores, and the prisoner will be restored to duty.” (G. C.

GEN. MILES CONGRATULATES HIS TROOPS.

General Field Orders No. 12. 

It is gratifying to the Commanding General to announes 
to the troops serving in this Department the close of the 
Indian campaign, and the establishment of permanent 
peace and security against future depredations of the hostile 
Apaches, as the result of the fortitude and endurance of the 
troops in the field. 

You have effected the subjugation ot the hostiles under 
Geronimo and Natchez, and, with exception of one smail 
thieving party now in Chihuabua, Mexico, all have been re- 
moved toa place of safe custody. At the same time the 
entire tribe of Chiricahua and Warm Spring Indians, whose 
presence has been a menace to the settlements and whose 
camps have for years been the rendezvcus, the source of 
supplies, and the safe refuge of the hostile element, have 

entirely removed from these territories. 

For centuries the warlike Apaches have been a terror to 
this country. Neither Indian nor Spaniard have been able 
to successfully cope with them in their peculiar methods of 
savage warfare, and for years they bave retarded the pro- 
gress of civilization and industry. It was against such an 
enemy as this, and in a wild, arid country, traversed by a 
series of rugged and almost impassabls mountain ranges, 
with great scarcity of water, that the troops, already worn 
and tired, re-entered the field. 

In the early days of April last, the hostiles, then in Sonora, 
Mexico, began their depredations, and on the 2th of that 
month invaded the territory of Arizona. They at once met 
active opposition ; —_, T. C. Lebo, 10th Cavalry, true to 
his reputation asa gallant and successful cavalry leader, 
moving first against them. He followed the hostiles rapidly 
for over two hundred miles, and finally on May 3 forced 
them to an encounter. During this spirited en ment, 
the officers and men evinced great bravery, contending 
against an enemy on ground of their own. choosing, amon 
rugged cliffs almost i ble. During the engagement, 
Corporal Scott, a brave soldier, lay disabled with a serious 
wound, exposed to the enemy’s fire, and Lieut. P. H. Clarke, 
10th Cavalry, rushed to his assistance, carry 
place of safety. Such acts of heroism are worthy of great 
praise.* After the en ment the hostiles continued _ their 
flight, and for nearly a fortnight the troops, under Lieut. 

p > pts. Lebo and Lawton, continued the pursuit 
without cessation. On May 15 Capt. C. A. P. Hatfield, 4th 
Cavalry, intercepted the hostiles east of Santa Cruz, Sonora, 
surprising their camp and capturing nearly all of their 
equipment. oupeees and twentyehorses. Subsequently, 
while passing t rough a deep canyon towards Santa Cruz, 
burdened with his captured property, Capt. Hatfield's com- 
mand was attacxed by the Indians and a desperate encoun- 
ter ensued, but despite every disadvantage of position, the 
troops made a commendable fight. There were several acts 
of conspicuous benvery displayed in this engagement. The 
action of Sergt. Samuel H. Craig was most heroic and very 
worthy of praise. Ist Sergt. Samuel Adams and n 
Packer Geo Bowman ex their lives in attempting 
to rescue Private John H. Conradi of that pany who lay 
seriously wounded on the ground, but still using bis ritie to 
good effect. This act of bravery and heroism would have 
been richly rewarded had not this unfortunate soldier re- 
ceived a second and mortal wound as be was being borne 
from the field by his devoted comrades. 

After Capt. Hatfield’s fight, Lieut. R. A. Brown, 4th Cav., 
struck the trail and vigorously pursued the hostiles in an 
easterly direction, securing at one time some of their val- 
uable property. At this time the hostiles divided into two 
parties, one going north and the other west. The former 
were vigorously pursued through the Dragoon, Caesura and 
Santa Teresa Mountains by Licut. L. M: Brett, 2d Cavalry, 
who displayed great energy and determination, making one 
forced march of twenty-six hours withoyt balt and going 
eighteen hours without water during the intense beat of the 
summer. Guipequenty the trail of the hostiles was taken 
up by several other detachments acting ‘in concert, each 
commanded by energetic and capable officers, until Capt. J. 
T. Morrison, 10th Cav., pear Fort Apache, captured all their 
horses and they took flight on foot south and were driven 
across the Mexican boundary. The other band meanwhile 

d been pursued by other commands through the Santa 
Rita, Whetstone, Santa Catalina and Rincon Mountains and 
on the evening of June 5, wacn in the Patagonia Moun- 
tains, were surprised and much of their stock and equip- 
ments captured by Lieut. R. D. Walsh, 4th Cavalry. 

Thanks to your noble efforts the hostiles were allowed to 
remain but twenty-six days within our territory, and were 
so hotly pursued that they committed but fourteen mur- 
dere. From this time on the hostiles never returned to the 
American side of the boundary line, but to surrender, and it 
was then that Capt. H. W. Lawton, 4th Cav., with his com- 
mand took up the trail which he followed for three months, 
1,600 miles, over mountains sometimes 10,000 feet high, and 
through arid valleys and canyons beneath a burning sun, 
often going many hours without water and frequently hardly 
stopping for food. At times almost barefooted, with only 
such provisions as their pack mules carried, they marched 
on and over cacti and rocks in the fevered districts of Old 
Mexico and never allowed the hostiles to rest. On the Yaqui 
river and in the district of Moctezuma July 13, Capt. Law- 
ton’s command surprised and captured the hostile camp, 
No hesitation is felt in pronouncing this steady tireless march 
of resolute men, in their purpose to succeed, as one of the 
most remarkable in the history ot a 4 achievements. 
The march of Lebo's troop, 20 miles in two hours, Benson's 
ride of 90 mites in 19 hours and Dr. Wood’s skill and remark- 

able marches with a detachment of infantry ure worthy of 
mention. 

The discomfiture of the Indians had been such that in 
June, evidences of weakening had been discovered abd after 
a most rigorous campaign of three months in which they 
had been pursued more than 2,000 miles, an opportunity oc- 
curred for Lieut. W. E. Wilder, 4th Cav., then with a com- 
mand near Fronteras, Mexico, to notify them to surrender. 
Four days later Lieut. C. B. Gatewood, 6th Cav., rode into 
their presence at the risk of his life and without any assur- 
ance of a peaceable recepiion, demanded their surrender 
through two friendly Apaches. Finding no place of safe 
refuge and troops in every section, the leaders desired to see 
Capt. Lawton and uested favorable terms. Their re- 
quests were refused and Capt. Lawton was authorized to re- 
ceive their surrender as prisoners of war. The Indians 
agreed to surrender to the Department Commander and 
marched 11 days parallel with Capt. Lawton’s command to 
Skeleton Canyon, Arizona, for that purpose, and on the 4th 
of September on learning that their tribe was being removed 
from their native country, worn down and exhausted, with 
not enough ammunition to make qnotber fight, and with 
the expectation of banishment for life, they surrendered as 
prisoners of war, trusting en’ to the honor of brave 
officers and soldiers who had pursued and fought them in- 
cessantly for four long weary months, and p themselves 
and their families at mercy of the Government. 

The story of your services and well merited success is but 
briefly tola. two ob; gp ah have been at- 
tained : first, to give the largest degree of security and pro-

tection toall the scattered settlements of the exposed coun- 
; the second, the complete subjugation of the hostiles. 

n addition to the above, another most important achieve- 
ment hes been attained, namely: the absolute removal of 
the entire tribe of the Chiricahua and Warm Spring Indians, 
from the Apache reservation to a place remote from the 
mountainous regions of Arizona and New Mexico. 

Much credit is due to the able and judicious management 
of Lieut.-Col. Wade. an officer whose judgment could be 
trusted and whose abilities were equal to every difficulty 
that developed. ‘ 

In some respects it has been a double and complicated 
campaign and few will ever know the obstacles encount- 
ered or the narrow wall that at times divided failure from 
success. Simultaneous with the surrender of the hostiles 
under Gercnimo and Natchez, the camps of Chatto, Ka te- 
na, Loco and others, were being removed from these terri- 
tories. The question of capturing or wearing down the hos- 
tile bands was a — of extreme hardship, danger and 
endurance, and the removal of the whole tribe was fraught 
with much difficu'ty and grave responsitilities. To the noble 
men who have laid down their lives in this enterprise the 
highest meed of praise should be given. Now that all has 
been accomplished, the troops in this Department will duly 
appreciate the feeling of relief as expressed by the people of 
Sonora, Mexico, through their Governor, Louis Torres, 
the resolutions of thanks for your heroic services offered 
by all parties in every section of Arizona and New Mexico; 
the approval of Gen. Sheridan and Secretary Endicott, all of 
which are most gratifying, but you will regard hicher than 
al. praise, the deep and lasting gratitude which comes from 
the thousands of homes scattered over this vast area to 
which you have given security and happiness.

THE NEW BAKRACKS AT ATLANTA, GA. 


Tue following account of the progress cf the 
building of the new barracks at Atlanta, Ga., is 
yom yey from the Atlanta Constitution, of Sunday, 

ct. : 

Capt. J. W. Jacobs, U. 8. Quartermaster, who hus 
charge of the erection of the barracks, is a most ef- 
ficient constructor, and the quality of the work done 
under his supervision will be of thé first class. The 
Captain has alrea'ly established a reputation in At- 
lanta of being a nan impossible to impose upon, and 
it 1s said that the contractors who expected to make 
big profits by furnishing poor work and material at 
low prices have been grievously disappointed. 

The new Army post, known as Camp Hancock, is 
four miles from the city, on the line of the Central 
railroad. It lies on the right of the railroad, going 
toward Fast Point, and consists partlv of open fields 
and partly of woodlands. The number of acres is 
140. 1tis proposed by the Government to purchase 

00 acres more, thus making 240. The site is admir- 
ably suited for the purpose intended. It is easily 
drained, and yet is not so hilly as to prevent the ne- 
cessary grading. 

The space to be occupied by the buildings to be 
used by privates haS been graded, and four struc- 
tures bave been begun. Two of these are near the 
railroad, placed there for convenience in loading 
and unloading heavy articles of freight. One will 
be used for the commissary, and the other for the 
bake house. The other two buildings will be used 
to house soldiers, 

The commissary and bake house will be 40 feet 
long and 30 feet wide, One of the buildings used to 
house soldiers will be 317 feet long by 30 feet 
wide, and the other will be 270 feet long by 30 feet 
wide. All the buildings will be two stories high. 

_On to-morrow the contract for grading 22,000 cu- 
bie feet will be let, anu on Oct. 30 contracts for con- 
structing eight more buildings will be let. 

The total number of buildings to be erected will 
be 50. Every one of them will be of brick and stone. 
They will be erected on either side of well arranged 
streets, with similarly constructed entrances facing 
north and south. The streets will be macadamized 
and the sidewa}ks will be curbed and paved. 

Besides the buildings to be used by the soldiers, 
there will be a hospital, a guardhouse, stables and 
all necessary outhouses. Tbe officers’ quarters will 
be upon a low hill about 508 feet uorth of the sol- 
diers’ . ee Between the two will be the parade 
ground. 

Briefly, 1¢ may be said that when the post is com- 
pleted it will be alittle town. The very best{system of 
drainage will be used, and both gas and water 
works will be erected. Already an artesian well bas 
been bored, which will furnish about half the water 
needed. The unoccupied land, that is, that not oc- 
cupied by the buildings, will be used chiefly for gar- 
dens. It is propesed to raise all sorts of vegetubles 
and whatever ag toe a may be necessary for the 
stock keptat the post. A range for rifle practice 
will occupy an open space soutb of the buildings. 

The post will accommodate at least ten compauies, 
and it is probable arrangements would be made for 
twelve. Three years will be required to complete 
the work, which includes beautifying the grounds. 
A suflicient number of buildings to accommodate 
four companies will be completed by June next.

The Navy Department is informed that Patrick 
McKennon, belonging to the crew of the Galena, was 
drowned off Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 16.

Both men cried for 
help. inley, who could not swim, got hold of one 
of the bottom boards, and kept himself above water. 
McKennon started to swim for shore, but after go- 
ing a short distance cries were heard, and be was 
seen no more. Three dories went to their assistance, 
and Finley was rescued, but neither McKennon 
nor the boat could be found. Further information 
bas been requested by the Navy Department, as 
Patrick McKennonu does not appear on the Galeni’s 
roll, and it is thought likely the drowned man was 
Peter McKinnon.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE name of the U.S. Fish Commission steamer 
Lookout has been changed to the Altyon. 


ORDERS were received at the Navy-yard, Norfolk, 
Va., on Oct. 19, to place a full crew on the despatch 
boat Dolphin and prepare her for sea. 

THE Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting, with a 
view to economy, has decided to substitute boat- 
cloths for boat-cushions. The new cloth will be of 
blue, with an anchor in red in each corner. One 
each will be allowed for the barge, gig and one other 
boat. The change is a saving to the Government of 
about 75 per cent. 

WE are glad to learn, as we do from private let- 
ters, that there is no foundation for the criticisms, 
which we quoted from one of the dailies, upon the 
action of the Navy Department in sending vessels 
to Portsmouth tor repairs. They were badly in need 
of it, and the demand for labor the work upon them 
created did not affect the election. We are assured 
that the old order of things has not been restored, 
and that increased efficitncy and economy are the 
result of the change. 

Srr Wm. ARMSTRONG said in his speech at New- 
castle on the ordnance question that “Sails in war- 
ships are rapid'y going out of use, yet sailing drill, 
which causes immensely more accidents to life and 
limb than arise from the practice of gunnery, is stall 
treated as athing of greater importance than me- 
chanical training.” Sir William would seem to view 
naval warfare from the sham-fight point of view. 
Wher once war has begun, it is hard tu sav what’ 
may or may not have to be done; but a squadron of 
sbips with empty coal-bunkers and an enemy’s fleet 
between it and the nearest cogling station would be 
in a sufficiently awkward plight savithout having 
crews on board who kuow nothing about handling 
sails. In southern latitudes it would always be the 
object of the commander to save all his steampower 
for pursuit, capture, or evolutions in a fight. Todo 
this he must have seamen on board who know how 
to handle sails.—St. James's Gazette. 


THE officers of the Canadian Arctic steamer Alert, 
which has just returned from an exploring expedi- 
tion to Hudson’s Bay, report a strapge phenomenon 
which they experienced during their recent voyage 
The story is told as follows: Southampton Island 
was made at noon on Aug. 28, the compass working 
very badly. Leaving there after taking observa- 
tions, the vessel proceeded to Diggs, but on account 
of bad weather did not arrive there until Aug. 30. 
During the pight of Aug. 30it got unusually dark, 
the air being filled with dense smoke, which smelled 
like burning pitch. The sea, it is represented, was 
literaliy on fire, while on the deck of the steamer 
the smoke was so thick that one could not see his 
hand before him. A furious gale was blowing at the 
time, and the lead was the only guide. Capt. Gor- 
don, commander of the expedition, reports that he 
is of the opinion that great fires were raging in the 
centre of Labrador, and that the dense smoke and 
heat which about that time was experienced along 
the coast from the Gulf of St. Lawrence to Cape

BOSTON AND ATLANTA. 


SECRETARY WHITNEY recently directed the Naval 
Advisory Board to furnish the Department with the 
estimated cost of the completion of the Boston and 
Atlanta for service. The Board’s report was re- 
ceived this week m which they say the work on the 
Boston, under the superintendence of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, to be paid for by the contrac- 
tor, will cost $2,792. The cost of the work under 
the same bureau, to be borne by the Government, is 
$5,473. Alljthe ordnance work for this vessel is yet 
to be done. The Bureau of Equipment has yet to 
complete the rigging, to erect the galley, and tosup- 
ply curtains for wardroom and stateroom doors, and 
carpets for the entire vessel. The Bureau of Navi- 
gation has yet to finish the electric lighting appara- 
tue. The work to be done under the — of Con- 
struction and Repair will cost the contractor $392 
and the Government $8,473. 

On the Atlanta the work under the direction of 
the Bureau of Construction will cost the contractor 
$362 and the Government $6,605, On the machinery 
work is yet to be done which will cost the contractor 
$2,298 and the Government $3,46z. The Bureau of 
Ordnance hus to complete gun circles, mounts for 
secondary battery, turning engines for 8-inch guns, 
18-inch gun carriage, torpedo gear for boats and the 
placing of gunson bourd. The Bureau of Equip- 
ment will have to furnish carpets for wardroom and 
steerage, and curtains for cabin, wardrogm and 
stateroom doors, and to complete collar upon galle 
pipe. The Bureau of Navigation has yet to furnis 
platform for standard compass. 








WHITNEY BASIN. 


CoMMODORE HARMONY returned to Washington on 
Saturday last from New York, whither he went the 
early part of the week to see the condition of the 
work on the new basin being formed there for the 
anchorage of ships, with the view to submitting an 
estimate to Congress this year for its completion. 
This new basin was contemplgted and designed 
thirty years ago, but the scheme was dropped, and 
since then it has been used only for seasoning oak 
and other ship-timber by burying them below the 
earth. Last year, however,. when Secretary Whit- 
ney and Commodore Harmony were together at 
Brooklyn, they jointly concluded that it would be a 
good thing to revive the in scheme, and they de- 
cided to do so. At that time the bottom of the basin 
was dry at low-tide; but since then a contractor has 
been at work dredging and excavating to a depth of 
eighteen feet. The clearing is done at the rate of 
ten cents per cubic yard. The work, up to the pres- 
ent, bas cost but a few thousand dollars—four or five 
thousand—which the Secretary has been able to 
apply to this purpose out of the general appropria- 
tion, but Congress will be asked to make a special 
appropriation of $70,000 or $80,000 to proceed with 
the more expensive work of construction. It is in- 
tended to protect and strengthen the banks of the 
basin with walls of sheet-piling. When Commodore 
Harmony was in Brooklyn Commodore Chandler, 
the commandant of the yard, said the basin wanted 
a name, and Commodore Harmony christened it 
Whitney Basin.

FATAL EXPLOSION AT SANDY HOOK. 


AN explosion occurred at the Ordinance Proving 
Grounds at Sandy Hook on Thursday afternoon, 
Oct. 21, by which Ist Lieut.W. M. Medvaife, Ordnance 
Corps, U. 8. A., and Private Joseph King, Ordnance 
Detachment, lost their lives. The details of theac- 
cident are given as follows: 

A 12-inch shell, intended for firing from the 12-in. 
mortar, exploded. Private King hud filled a shell 
with musket powder and closed the hole. Another 
shell was filled with 25 pounds of the same powder, 
while two barrels of powder etood near by. Lieut. 
Medcalfe overlooked the work and seven or t 
other people were working round the mortar. he 
plug was put in, when suddenly the explosion oc- 
curred, tearing the body of King to pieces, mwutila- 
ting Lieut. Medcalfe fearfully and setting fire to 
their clothes. The pieces of the shell flew in all di- 
rections, but, luckily, did little other damage. 

Corp]. Clark, who stood about three feet away, 
was not hurt, and Corpl. Moore. who was standing 
about the same distance on the other side, was blown 
20 feet back, but was uninjn Sergt. Abbott was 
slightly injured by sandand } both 1n the face and 
_, Supt. Sinclair received a few scratches in 

e leg. 

Lieut. Medcalfe was lying — 10 feet away on 
the plank walk, both feet cut away and his intes- 
tines exposed, and having several other wounds. 
His face was blackened by powder burns. He lived 
about half an hour after the accident, but never 
spoke. After death his body was removed to the 
machine shop. 

Private Kine’s body was picked up in pieces and 
removed in a blanket to the same place. 

Lieut. Medcalfe’s mother, who is still in mourning 
for her husband, resided with her son at the officer’s 
house, and witnessed the sad affuir from there, but did 
not think that her only son was one of the killed 
until the news was broken to her. Private King, 
who was from the Frankford Arsenal, is reported to 
have one brother livingin the old country, but no 
relations on this side of the ocean. 

Lieut. Medcalfe was a brilliant young officer, and 
singularly popular with all who knew him. He was 

uated sa West Point in 1872,and promoted 

lieutenant of the 4th Artillery, and transferred 

to the Ordnance Corps with rank of Ist lieutenant 
March 18, 1881. aie 

The shell which exploded was made to fire in the 
largest mortar in the world. It was 12 inches in 
diameter and 30 inches long, and weighed 610 pounds. 
it was charged with 27 pounds of musket powder; 
and to make it asolid shot 25 pounds of sand was 
put in the shell. Itis alleged that the cause of the 
accident is due to the use of this sand. Although the 
loose sand is taken out it is impossible to get it oat 
of the grooves and when the plug was driven in it 
is thought that the flinty substance in the sand may 
have set fire to the powder. The shell when being 
loaded stood on the point on some planks, and after 
the explosion it was noticed that but comparativel 
little damage was done to the planks, the whole 


force being expended upwards. ;

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TESTS OF ARMOR PLATES. 


AppLicaTIONS from tbe following persons and 
firms have been received at the Navy Department 
for the Ordnance Bureau's circular giving the con- 
ditions of the rules prescribed ‘for testing Ameri- 
can armor made of American material,” for which 
purpose $25,000 was appropriated by the act of 
March 3, 1885: J. W. Frost, H. Ayres, Ruble Bros., 
E. Gomez, W. H. Wallace and Co., T. S. Garrison, 
F. A. Butler, Chrome Steel Works, Pittsburgh Steel 
Casting Co., Midvale Steel Co., W. M. Sitchley, 
Atlantic Iron Works, Builders’ Iron Foundry, A. R. 
Whitney and Co., and J. A. Tobin, P. A. Engineer, 
U.S.N. Whitney and Co., and Wallace and Co., 
of New York, representing respectively the Soho and 
Spang Steel works of Pittsburgh, and Midvale Steel 
works, are the only firms that have thus far signi- 
fied their intention of submitting plates for trial. 
The cirenlar requires that the applications for trial 
should be made before October, 1886, but it is pre- 
sumed by the Ordnance Bureau that this clause has

and that there will be a number of plates.deliyered 
before Oct. 1, 1888, the date when they are all re- 
quired to be in, 

P. A. Engineer John A. Tobin, U. 8S. N., at 
present assistant to the Superintendent of the State, 
War and Navy Department, will submita steel plate 
for test. He has just been granted a patent fora 
new steel armor, and the method of constructing the 
same. Simplicity and cheapness of construction are 
among the good features of his invention. 

The regulations established require that the plates 
to be tested should be not less than six inches in 
thickness, variations in thickness of one-tenth of an 
inch, more or less, incident to manufacture being 
admissible. The plates must be rectangular, six feet 
on each edge, the edges cut straight, sharp corners 
removed with a file. A uniform system of bolting 
has been established, and balls and bolts, with di 
rection for their location, ete., will be furnished. 
Owners wishing a different kind or quality of fast- 
ening must first submit their plans for approval. 
A drawing of each plate must be sent for the loca- 
tion and size of the bolt holes, and the guidance of 
the owner in drilling and threading the holes. 
Scraps must be furnished for tensile specimens, and 
asworn statement that the plate is of American 
manufacture. Regular freight charges on plates 
and test specimens will be paid at the conclusion of 
the trial and the plate returned, if desired, at Gov- 
ernment expense, to the point from which received. 
The following are the conditions of trial: 

The plate will be bolted against a close wood backing 
two ont one-third times the thickness of the plate. Behind 
the backing there will be a thin iron skin plate. The whole 
structure will be braced from the rear. Three hard steel 
by the Bureau) will be fired normally againet: the middie re- 

gion of each plate. The gun to be heck, the weight of the 
projectile, its striking velocity and striking energy, are 
given in the follow table.

After the first shot, if the owner —_ so request, the fol- 
lowing changes may be made: When serious cracks de- 
velop, running near either or both of the proposed points of 
impact, these points may be shifted to such positions as the 
owner may select, provided no point is placed more than 
two and a half calibres from the centre of impact of each of 
the preceding shots. Firing at a plate will be stopped when- 
ever, inthe opimon of the Bureau's agents, the plate has 
demonstrated its incapacity to stard the full test. The Bu- 
reau may discontinue the test of a plate whenever, in its 
opinion, the safety of the employees may so require, or 
whenever it does not consider that the Government pro- 
perty being used is of suitable quality or sufficient in quan- 
tity. The decision of the Bureau as to the behavior of the 
pee shall be final. Any owner whose —y may have 

iled, and who may wish to present others of the same 
thickness, must previously obtain the permission of the 

ureau. 








THE English are finding in the case of Burmah 
that the old proverb that it isthe first step that 
costs, does not hold good. The expedition of Sir 
H. PRENDERGAST was a holiday excursion compared 
to what follows. Sir H. McPHERSON has resolved to 
make a further advance to see if he cannot restore 
the country to tranqvillity. Great objection is made 
to employing regular troops for thiz purpose, but the 
advocates of the advance urge that it is not a mere 
question of suppression of dacdity ; that the whole 
country js in open revolt, and needs summary treat- 
ment ; that the error lies, not in the proposed 
action, but in the past, when Sir H. PRENDERGAST’S 
expedition was permitted too quickly to end, and 
the Hrotlaw allowed to exercise civil control. 
Messrs. YARROW and Co. are completing, with the 
utmost despatch, a stern wheel steamer of an excep- 
tionally shallow draft, for the transport of troops 
in connection with the expedition which will take 
place next winter. This vessel will be of the same 
type as those constructed for the Nile Expedition, 

and which proved so invaluable during the opera- 
tions in Upper Egypt. The transfer of English at- 
tention from Egypt to Burmah seems to be a case of 
‘‘out of the frying-pan into the fire.” Their expe 

rience in the iand of the Pharaohs was sufficiently 

humiliating without being repeated. That specta-

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” | been overlgoked by manufacturers and inventors, 





one who has gained anything by it. Gorpon was 
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not rescued, nor has his death been avenged, and 
what practical result has followed the expenditure of 
British blood and treasure? Our contemporary, 
Broad Arrow, asks: ‘‘Is not the story of our op- 
erations in Burmah the counterpart of all our mili- 
tary expeditions? We fall foul of some semi-civ- 
ilized potentate and send an expedition to punish 
or annex him. We despatch an excellent force of 
some 5,000 men, when France or Germany, if she 
had occasion todo so, would send 20,000. Our 
force, partly owing to the fighting qualities of our 
soldiers and the surprise of our enemies, who can- 
not believe that we should attempt to attack them 
with so small a body as we really have, carries all 
before it. We then imagine the whole matter is 
ended, settle down in the country and live there as 
if we were at home, start cricket clubs, polo matches, 
and administer the country for the good of the peo 
ple. The natives, however, finding no more soldiers 
arrive, recover from their astonishment and take to 
what we call dacoity, or rebellion, but what they call 
fighting for their independence. We are astonished 
in our turn, and with loud complaints over the in- 
gratitude of the people, send in hot haste for 
another 5,000 men, and tighten our grip. Probably 
the time has gone by for that force to be effective, 
and we have tosend for a third imstalment. Finally, 
at great cost and trouble to ourselves, we thor- 
oughly subdue the country. By this process the 
bill when presented for payment is found to be 
twice as great as if we had sent an adequate force 
and thoroughly subdued the country at first.” 








An English offieer, in a letter to one of the Eng- 
lish papers, bitterly assails the system of confidential 
reports. ‘* General RowLanps,” he says, ‘* haa re- 
cently lectured the men of some British 
regiments on the wunmanly and _ un-English 
ptactice of writing anonymous letters. What influ- 
ence can he expect his protest to have when he him- 
self is the representative of a system of stabbing in 
the dark equally offensive and much more serious 
in its effects? I refer to pernicious confidential re- 
ports which honeycomb the whole of military so- 
ciety, and do more than anything to disturb the 
harmony and good feeling which should exist among 
officers. Ihave to write confidential reports, but I 
tell those concerned what I have written about 
them ; I would not write anything I would not tell 
them. As long as officers write confidential reports 
they can hardly upbraid the common soldier—you 
see he is not an educated man--who writes anony- 
mous letters.” 





AccorDING to some of the daily papers quite an 
excitement has been caused in naval circles over the 
reported discovery of extensive evasions of the reve- 
nue by officers of the recently returned training 
ships Saratoga and Portsmouth, which have lately 
arrived at Newport from the summer training 
cruise in Europe. The stories of thousand of dollars 
of foreign goods being found concealed in the bag- 
gage of naval officers may please the imagination of 
the public, but it will only provoke a smile from those 
who are at all familiar with the actual condition of 
naval bank accounts and naval pocket books, which 
usually bear a striking resemblance to the one on 
which the elephant had stepped. The reports from 
Newport, as well as those from San Francisco, which 
we recently published, no doubt originated in the 
attempt of some one to ‘serve out” some particular 
individual on board a naval vessel by reciting to the 
credulous customs officers the well worn tale of 
smuggling, evading the laws, ete., which is so fre- 
quently told on the arrival of men of war from ‘‘Far 
Cathay” or other foreign ports. 











Caprain R. W. Meape, U. 8S. Navy, President of 
the Board appointed to make an inventory of stores 
and supplies at the several navy-yards, returns to 
Washington from the Boston yard on Saturday, 
October 28. All the yards have now been vis:ted 
and a complete list of articles belonging to the 
Navy prepared. The future work of the Board will 
be in the direction of framing a scheme to consoli- 
date the supply branches as indicated by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. The chief object seems to be to 
form one supply division for all the bureaus‘of each 
havy-yard. At present eaeh bureau has its store 


supplies. 160 persons are paid to carry on the work 
of distribution under the present system. Under 
the proposed new arrangement, it is believed that 
five men at each navy-yard—40 in all—can perform 
the same work that is now being done by 160. The 
Board will meet at the Navy Department hereafter, 
the old Advisory Board room having been fitted up 
for their use, 








WE publish elsewhere the order addressed by 
General Mites to his troops congratulating them 
upon the successful result of the campaign against 
GERONIMO. It will be observed that he says dis- 
tinctly in this order that the hostiles surrendered 
as prisoners of war, trusting entirely to the honor of 
brave officers and soldiers who had pursued and 
fought them incessantly for four weary months, and 
placed them at the mercy of the Government. Too 
much cannot be said in praise of the energy and de- 
votion of our troops, officers and men, as displayed 
in this campaign. We have already lead occasion 
to express our own approval of it, and we take a 
sincere pleasure in placing upon the reeord this ad- 
mirable order issued by General MILEs, as well as 
the report of the capture of Maneus, which farther 
emphasizes the success of General MILEs. 








THE plans and specifications for the completion 
of the Monitors, as provided for at the last Con- 
gress, are beirg rapidly pushed toward completion 
by the board of which Naval Constructor Pook 
is president. The work is being done at the New 
York Navy-yard. An additional number of drafts- 
men from the Construction Bureau at the Navy De- 
partment were sent there this week to assist on the 
work. The Secretary is anxious to have the work 
finished as soon as possible, in order to get the ad- 
tisements out inviting bids for their completion. 
One of them, probably the Miantonomoh, will be 
finished by the Government at the New York Navy- 
yard. 








THE English Government seem to be havinga great 
deal of trouble with the machinery of their more 
recently constructed ships, if the reports we read 
concerning their speed trials, be true. It is only 
after repeated attempts, says a prominent English 
publication, that ships can be made to drag through 
full speed trials. We would recommend the abol- 
ishment of the Lords High Commissioner of the 
Admiralty, who have no knowledge of hulls, ma- 
chinery er ordnance, leaving the entire matter to 
the care of the Naval Constructor, the Engineer-in- 
Chief, and Chief of Ordnance, and then no one can 
shirk responsibility. 








THE death of one of our ordnance officers at 
Sandy Hook, would seem to be the direct result of 
Congressional neglect in the matter of appropria- 
tions for necessary work. Experiments at Sandy 
Hook were put an end to for a while, by the failure 
of Congress to furnish any money for them. It was 
found necessary to discharge the trained force on 
duty there, and in their stead a detachment of less 
experienced men were brought from another post to 
handle the guns and projectiles. From the nature 
of the melancholy accident to Captain MEDCALFE 
aud his assistant, which we report this week, it 
would appear that the natural result has followed 
in the death of two men, one of thema b valnaiite 
young officer. 








SEVEN non-commissioned officers were promoted 2d 
lieutenants and assigned Oct. 22 as follows: George 
E. French to 4th Infantry, Frank Owens to 8th In- 
fantry, Harry Fletcher to 10th Infantry, Odon 
Guronitiz to 11th Infantry, Carl Koops to 13th In- 
fantry, Stephen M. Hackney te 16th Infantry, and 
George W. Martin to 18th Infantry.

WE are in receipt of complaints from persons 
largely interested in domestic steel production, be- 
cause of the alleged default of the Ordnance offi- 
cials of the Navy Department in answering applica- 
tions “for information concerning shapes and 
weights of armor plates,” etc. The advertieement 
addressed by the Secretary of the Navy to the steel 
manufacturers of the United States was dated Au- 
gust 21, and given to the press September 15, some 
three weeks thereafter. It was supposed that this 
delay of publication was due to the incomplete con- 
dition of plans and drawings, the fact of the Secre- 
tary’s urgent desire for prozress being well kncwn 
to everybody. The advertisement instructs com- 
petitors as follows: 


For information concerning shapes and weights of the 
= forstags and armor-plates, what parts must be manu - 
ured in Tee S of defivery of each set, the chemical, 
physical and which the metal must sustaio in 
each case, and for all ane particulars, apply to the Chief of 
Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 


Within a few hours after the appearance of the 
advertisement one of the most important steel in- 
dustries in the United States wrote to Washington 
asking information requisite in formulating esti 
mates for armor plates and has thus far received no 
answer to its request. The conditions of the adver- ° 
tisement are that bids must be received at the Navy 
Department by noon, December 10, so that less than 
six weeks are left for the completion of estimates— 
little enough time for careful consideration of a 
type of work essentially new to our manufacturers 
of steel and iron plate. We state these facts for the 
information of our Ordnance officers who will, no 
doubt, see that the delay is accounted for. 





Lieutenant W. R. HAmrIuton, 5th U.S. Artillery, 
in the “Current” for October i6, concludes his series 
of articles on “The Army and the People.”” He ad- 
vocates strongly a popular system of military edu- 
cation, so that for the Regular Army there could 
always be the choice of the best material in the 
country. ‘“ Aside,”’ says Lieut. Hamilton, “from 
the value to the Government, of military teaching 
to all male students, the drill, the habits of disci- 
pline, of obedience to orders, of proper self-respect, 
of increased manliness, would in itself repay the 
nation many times over, for the experimnat of try- 
ing this system, and it would be an opening for the 
Army that would bring it nearer the people, for, 
whether the cadet ever reached the Army or not, he 
would ever have a knowledge and esteem for it, that 
would cause him always to lean towards its ailvance- 
ment, and listen with respect to its teachings. It 
would not be mavy years before such a system 
would create a military body of young men of the 
best material, who, in ease of war, would volunteer 
at once, and we caunot overestimate what the value 
of such an Army would be. Regiments could be 
kept full of men trained to some degree of profi- 
cieucy in the Art of War, with such almost veter- 
ans, even raw recruits could be soon drilled and dis- 
ciplined. Merit would be the standard for which 
all would strive, and it would excite that proper 
emulation in our soldiers, as would muke the Army, 
reinforced by the nation, strong for all times and 
all events.” 








THE immediate result of the parsimony of Con- 
gress is shown in the temporary stoppage of the 
South Boston Iron Works, to which the Government 
is largely indebted for work ordered. It is hu- 
miliating that with our enormous increase and a sur- 
plus in the Treasury, that we do not well know whut 
to do with, we cannot pay our honest debts or carry 
on with system and forethought works of the 
greatest importance to our uational integrity. A 
despatch from Boston says: ‘‘ 250 of the most expert 
iron workers in the country are thrown out of em- 
ployment; all of them expert iron workers, and some 
of them the best aud most reliable gun constructors 
in the country.” There are fifty thousand dollars 
due the South Boston Works as unpaid balances on 
the six 6-inch and two 8-in. guns, which have been 
completed by the firm, with the exception of certain 
arrangements of the sights. The delay of the ord. 
nance officers in deciding upon these sights bas pre- 
vented the delivery of the guns and the payment of 
the money. Our officers, we regret to say, too often 
show a lack of practical sympathy with the maovu- 





facturer, and too often take their own_time In set- 
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tling matters which involve the prosperity or the Mr. WortH Oscoop, attorney and counsellor at 


ruin of commercial houses. There is no good reason 
why the Government should compela manufacturer 
to draw too heavily upon his capital for carrying 
on Government work. It is the duty of our officers 
to assist in every way they can in developing and 
sustaining the industries on which we must depend 
in a measure for war material. The misfortunes of 
the South Boston Company are, we understand, fur- 
ther due to the failure of Congress to reappropriate 
money covered into the Treasury at the end of the 
fiscal year and which was designed to meet the pay- 
ments on a contract which had been extended 
beyond the time originally fixed for its completion; 
also to the delay in testing projectiles at Sandy 
Hook, partly due to the breaking up of the working 
force there by the failure of Congress to appropriate 
for it. 








THe London press is agitating the question as to 
whether that part of the English military system 
which is numerically the strongest, the volunteers, 
canvuot be turned to fuller account—that is to say, 
adapted to render better and more comprehensive 
service than present conditions allow. Money, of 
course, is necessary. and the point, says the Daily 
Telegraph, is to ascertain the lowest amount con 
sistent with efficiency. But, while the money ques- 
tion seems to be ripe for settlement, we are still 
looking for signs that the military authorities are 
prepared to deal with the volunteers in an appre- 
ciative and comprehensive spirit. ‘They have never 
shown a disposition to do this, save at the magnani- 
mous moment when they gave the auxiliaries a place 
in that wonderful scheme of affiliation and distri- 
bution which, for some time, made the Army List 
an amusing volume. Their whole policy towards 
the volunteers has been a thing of shreds and 
patches—a series of hand-to-mouth measures mostly 
devised to meet the demand of the moment, and 
having no sympathetic design. The time fora 
change has come. Thestate of Europe is threaten- 
ing, and Englishmen are anxiously taking stock of 
their resources. With the best spirit in the world, 
the volunteers are, at present, next to useless. They 
have no organization outside the battalion; and no 
equipment fitting them to take the field. They ure 
a mass of infantry, with few cavalry and no guns. 
* [If no more, why so much ?’’ 








THE London Army ane Navy Gazette says: ** The 
German officers who paid un impromptu visit to Al- 
dershot were lucky in their choice of a day. They 
were mightily pleased with all they saw, and stated 
that 1t was only a nation with the highest concep- 
tiou of military matters that vould have brought a 
camp like Aldershot to its present pitch of perfec- 
tion. Itis fortunate for German military opinion 
that none of the officers who were so lavish of 
their praise were present at the camp on Wednesday 
night, when a riot broke out which was only sup- 
pressed at the expense of some broken heads and by 
the arrest of some forty and odd men."’ A further 
shock to English military sensibilities is contained 
in the circular issued to the officers of the British 
Army by General Lord Wolseley, Adjutant General. 
He intimates that the Duke of Cambridge, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, is dissatisfied over the smail pro- 
gress madein their military training. During the 
recent inspections, the circular states, the Duke 
observed that many officers of all ranks evinced 
much want of knowledge of the duties vitally im- 
portant ‘to military efficiency, and he strongly in- 
sists that the officers shall devote more time and 
attention to the instruction of their troops. The 
St, James’ Gazette says that the Duke of Cambridge, 
in the freedom of private conversation, expresses 
the opinion that many of the officers in the British 
Army are “not worth their salt,” and he finds that 
he has been obliged to address them in a circular 
which would scandalize the whole army and alarm 
the country. 








A DUEL took place recently, according to the Pro- 
grés Militaire (Paris), at Montpellier, between M 
de Valicourt, captain in the 9th Chasseurs, and M. 
Gariel, editor of the Petit Méridional. An article 
published by the latter was the immediate cause of 
the quarrel. M. de Valicourt was hit four times, re- 
ceiving three wounds, of which the last, a thrust in 
the right hand, terminated the combat. The oppo- 
nents thereupon shook hands. We would respect- 
fully call the attention of belligerent members of 
our own Services to the fact that in similar en- 
counters which we have seen reported, the editor 
has invariably had the best of it, as in this case.

ArMy ordnance officials resent the statement 
which comes from Annapolis, to the effect that the 
published reports regarding the bursting of the Navy 
8-inch steel gun originated in a failure of the Army 
8-inch gun, which is now being rehooped. They deny 
that there has been a fracture of the un, or that 
there is the slightest reason for dissatisfaction with 
its performance thus far. The question of extend- 
ing the hooping to the end of the muzzle, Gen. 
Benét says, was discussed before the gun was fired 
at all, and it was there practically determined upon, 
but as the tube was regarded asa remarkably fine 
one, the Department concluded to fire it a few 
rounds to demonstrate whether it could stand the 
strain in its original form. Careful observation at the 
last round showed that there was a slight expansion 
near the muzzle, about the six-thousandtb part of an 
inch. This was sufficient, however, to demonstrate 
clearly the necessity of running the hoop up to the 
chase, and it was accordiugly determined to make 
the change. 








THE New York Times says: * General Boulanger, 
who seems to have a mania for chanvesin French 
Army administration, must be credited with one 
sensible decree just reported by cable, that of mak- 
ing Sunday us far as possible, in time of peace, a day 
of freedom from military duties. Even on the sin- 
gle ground of expediency, which is probably the one 
upou which the War Minister rests it, the change is 
desirable. In our Aricy there is also a feeling among 
some officers that the amount of Sunday work is 
rather overdone, especially where, as at some posts, 
the day bas to carry additional burdens of garrison 
courts and meetings of minor boards.” 


THE Admiralty Gazette complains that England 
has not a single breech loading gun afloat above 6 
inches diameter of bore that she dare fire with im- 
punity, and even her 6-inch guns are to have their 
chases strengthened, while France, on the other 
hand, has afloat one hundred breech loading guns 
of from 10.63 to 16.53 inches diameter of bore, and 
nearly 200 breech loading guns of from 5.5 to 10.63 
inches diameter of bore. France has her 18-knot 
and 16-knot cruisers, her armored and unarmored 
gunboats carrying 10.6 and 9.4 inch B.L. guns, while 
British men-of-war of the same class carry old and 
obsolete muzzle-loading 64-pdrs. that the Admiralty 
have been obliged to condemn, issuing orders that 
they are not again to be fired. 








THE resignation of Ist Lieutenant Guy E. Huse, 
4th Cavalry, has been accepted by the President, to 
take effect Sept. 1llast. This resignation is to escape 
being dishonorably discharged or dropped from the 
Army asa deserter. On the 28th of August last a 
Court-martial was ordered to convene at #ort Hua- 
chuca, Arizona, for Lieutenant Huse’s trial on 
charges of indet-tedness, and on the same day he 
left his station without permission, keeping his 
whereabouts a secret until a few days since, when 
his resignation was forwarded from the interior of 
New Mexico. His resignation promotes W. M. Dick- 
inson of the same regiment. 

THE death this week of Prof. Jobn Forsyth, for- 
merly professor and chaplain of the U.S. Military 
Academy, creates a vacancy on the disability re- 
tired list. it is probable that list Lieut. R. H. 
Fletcher, 2ist Infantry, will be selected to fill this 
vacancy. He is the senior Ist lieutenant of his regi- 
ment, and the policy now is to retire those who 
block the way for promotion by reason of inca- 
pacity. Lieut. Fletcher was found disabled by a re- 
tiring board about two years ago. 











Ir is proposed to bring rifle practice within reach 
of the London volunteers by building covered or 
underground ranges, either under the public parks, 
barrack yards, or other convenient localities, light- 
ing them by electricity; the firing point to remain 
stationary, the targets being advanced or retired. 





ENGLISH public sentiment has been so much dis- 
turbed by the blessing of regimental colors by a 
priest, to which we have already alluded, that the 
Secretary of State for War has found it necessary to 
explain “ that the part taken by a Roman Catholic 
priest arose from a misconception of orders” and 
that “the expression of Mr. Smith’s disapprobation 
with the ceremony, as it actually took place, bas 
been conveyed to all concerned.” 








NoTHING new has transpired this week in connec- 
tion with the Surgeon Generalship. Daily inquiry 
of the Secretary of War and other officials of the 
War Department result in the usual reply, ‘the 
President has not reached a decision yet.” 








THE BARTHOLDI CELEBRATION. 


THE Naval parade will beone of the features of 
the inauguration of the Bartholli statue. The pro- 
gramme is being arranged by Comdr. C. M. Chester, 
of the Galena, Chief of Staff of Admiral Luce. He 
has an office in room 13 of the Washington Building 
at No. 1 Broadway, where he will receive applica- 
tions for positions in the water parade. After the 
civic and military parade through the city the 
Naval forces will form opposite 45th street, on North 
River. The transports, —» ee steamers, Cus- 
tom-house steamers, War Department vessels and 
the launches and bcats from the «men-of-war 
anchored in the harbor will bead the line, with the 
Despatch, having President Cleveland and Admiral 
Luce ou board, acting asa flagship. After the Naval 
forces will come a line of steam yachts in double 
column. These will be followed by excursion 
steamers, barges, transports, tugs and other craft 
also in double column. The line, led by the Despatch, 
will steam slowly out of the North River and down 
the harbor past Liberty Island and by the French 
and American fleets, turuing at the last war vessel 
near Staten Island and proceeding back to positions 
near the statue. Comdr. Coester is anxious to have 
as early as possible a full list of all yachts and ex- 
cursion steamers that will take part. The war ves- 
sels that have been ordered to take part 
on Bartboldi Day are the flagship Tennessee, 
Minnesvta, Alliance, Yantic, Dolphin, Portsmouth, 
Saratoga and Jamestown. Besides these it is ex- 
pected that a few more now cruising will report to 
the Navy Department in time to receive orders to 

roceed to New York. The French frigate Minerva 
eft Boston, Oct. 19, to be present at the ceremonies. 

A grand display of fireworks will be the feature 
of the evening celebration. It will be given simul- 
taneously on Liberty and Goverpor’s Islands and 
the fireworks will be set off in answer to signals from 
the statue, which will be illuminated by brilliant 
magnesium lights burned on the balcony at the oa. 
of the pedstal. Colored lights will be burned on all 
sides of the fortifications. lighting up the pedestal 
and the cemmanding statue. The entire fleet of 
French and American war-vessels will be illumin- 
ated. The yards and rigging, manned by sailors, 
and the marines drawn up on the decks along the 
bulwarks. Brilliant calcium lights will be burned 
from the extremities of the yards and fore and aft 
on deck, while the men stationed in the mgging and 
along the decks will be supplied with colored fire. 
A file of 100 soldiers, drawn up at intervals of a few 
yards along the water front facing the Battery on 
Governor's island, will be supplied with torches 
filled with colored lights to be lighted at a signal 
from the statue on Liberty Island. The French colors 
will be given first, followed by the red, white and 
blue of the American ensign. This change of national 
colors will be repeated several times and end with 
a variegated display of colored fires.

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WARFARE OF THE FUTURE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


BEFORE presenting prizes to competitors for the 
Army medals at Fort Leavenworth on Oct. 1, Gen. 
Sheridan said a few words complimentary to the 
skill shown in target firing and then gave bis opin- 
ion as to results to be anticipated from increasing ac 
curacy and power of death dealing weupous. The 
statement was somewhat startling and to this effect: 

None of the existing generations of men may live to see it 
but the ratic of increase in destructiveness and ingenuity ot 
modern appliances must soon bring atime when no army 
can stand before another of equal numbers. War, as we 
bave understood it, must then become impossible, apd, par- 
adoxical asit may seem, the very perfection of war > 

ratus must tend to neutralize its effects. The capacity to 

eal death wholesale must remain latent for lack of a sub- 
ject venue proses itself as its aim. Nations will 
quarrel nevertheless, and armies must exist, but these will 
become agents for vast destruction of property, seeking 
thus to cripple the enemy's ey power. As cruisers have 
sought an enemy's property on the high seas, so the armies 
of the near future will have an enemy's property as its ob- 
jective. 

The thought instantly arises that this is an un war- 
ranted opinion, bold, but ill considered; that if one 
arwy be seeking where to inflict most damage upo 
property. the defender’s army will naturally seek to 

ar the way and war machinery must then and 
there find its aim and full scope. 

Sheridan, however, is not a talker, and he is stifi 
less addicted to writing. It is characteristic then for 
him to make the broad assertion and leave us the 
task of finding what thought lay back of it unex- 
pressed. 

Every day we hear of new explosives, with in 
creasing power; of new appliances for their use, of 
ingenious methods for taking advantage of the laws 
of nature, until men now hesitate to pronounce defin- 
itely upon the practicability or impracticability of 
any proposed departure from precedent. No one will 
assert that we have reached the limit of invention 
and it is certain that if the rate ot increase be main- 
tained in perfecting engines of destruction, the time 
must come when life can find no protection in the 
face of their active aggression. Certainly, then, war, 
as we understand it, must become impossible. In- 
terests will clash, however; wrong and insult will 
ever provoke revenge, and war must follow; war, 
with itsimmutable principles, hidden under kaleido- 
scopic changes in practice. 

Salient amoug tbese will be the anomalous sight 
of an army apparently attaining its purpose of 
bringing its enemy to bay and then declining the 
contest it seemed to be seeking. This seems to be 
Sheridan’s meaning, not that * Othello’s occupa- 
tion's gone :” 

Strategic manceuvre must become more and more 
of a deep study, tactical manceuvre more exacting 
and imperious in its calls upon physical strength. 

The generals’ skill and the soldiers’ endurance will 
be greater factors in the product. Every lesson in 
the art of war to-day must be applicd then with 
added intricacy. Means of information, divination 
of the opposers’ purpose, occultation of design, all 
mnust tax the resources of a general to increased 
degree. Transportation and subsistence must be- 
come problems of deeper calculation, for while de- 
struction of property be the objective, its preserva- 
tion for use is to be sought within certain limits by 
an enemy, and its destruction as certainly attempted 
by the owner when defence is impossible. 

Woe, greater than ever, to him who shall bave 
placed his Army where he wished, only to find bim- 
self confronted by an enemy equalin numbers eager 
for the fray, and hence cognizant of circumstances 
making him locally the supenor. It would have 
been all mght had skill placed the aggressor master 
of the situation, compelling his enemy to decline 
battle; in other words, to seek concentration of 
force elsewhere. But now the difficulty is to get 
away without fight, seeing resources behind him de- 
struyed, those in front unattainable, dissolution of 
his Army staring him in the face, and his own coun- 
try about to be placed at the mercy of his ad- 
versary. 

To keep his Army together, to avoid what his 
enemy wishes to make him accept, namely, a pitched 
battle with certain defeat, to hide his design and to 
attain by further manceuvring a concentration that 
shall place him once more in the ascendant, these 
must become greater necessities to a general than 
ever before in war. A battle would be ruin. 

Skill and thorough knowledge of his profession 

will, as of old, put one commander in position to 
offer battle which must as surely be declined by him 
who 1s not, and from the nature of the coming prac- 
tice cannot be, prepared at the same momeut to ac- 
a the issue. 
_ The very necessity of boldness and celerity in seek- 
ing information, in providing for safety of the 
masses, in all minor operations of war, must call for 
increase of endurance to meet increase of exertion, 
increase of skill to meet increase of eae. 

The officer and soldier of tbat time will have all 
hard work, life will not be worth a munute’s pur- 
chase and it may be said without opprobrium, that 

He who fights and runs away. 
Shall hve to fight another day. 


The trouble will be to get away, and the credit in 
heving gotten what one wanted before starting. 

Pitched battles, then, are to become obsolete and 
hence the slaughter of men is to diminish in propor- 
tion as the means of slaughter are perfected. In 
other words, *‘ the very perfection of war apparatus 
must tend to neutralize its effects.”’ 

An aggressive army will seek to destroy property 
as the surest mears to bring its enemy to terms, and 
will offer battle, provided it bave the necessary su- 
periority, on the spot. Otherwise it will seek advan- 
tage elsewhere if it can. 

The defensive army will seek to be superior at the 
decisive point, or deciine battle. 

As principles, these are not new, but in practical 
applicatiou one commander may certainly find him- 
self checkmated by processes which are clear 
enough in sad retrospection. He cannot fight be- 
Cause the slaughter of bis men will subserve vo eud, 
he cannot escape because the first move begins such 
endless slaughter. 

There can be no Thermopylz, no heroic sacrifice 
with any hope of attaining aagequate purpose, no 
dramatic nonsense like Balaklava. Il y aura la 
guerre; mais il n’y aura rien de beau. 

lf Gen. Sheridan’s idea be correct it foretells an 
era which can have no long existence compared to 





society’s previous throes of evolution, and its advent 
is all the more to be wished as hastening the time 
when nations may find other meaus than war for 
adjusting differences. KENELM.

FOREIGN OPINIONS OF OUR NAVY. 


Tue New York Herald has been inquiring as to the 
opinion of foreign naval officers concerning our new 
cruisers. Admiral Aube, the French Minister of Ma- 
rine, praised the ingenious contrivances for fight- 
ing, the pilot house, the central superstructure of 
the battery, ete.,.of the Boston, and inquired ber 
speed. On being told that it was 134¢ knots he 
shook his head and said emphatically: “ Tben asa 
war vessel she is useless. Cruisers of less speed than 
nineteen knots are a weakness, not astrength toa 
navy, for they will only be captured or sunk by the 
enemy. The new cruisers to be built for the French 
Navy are to have a minimum speed of nineteen 
knots, capable of being increased to twenty knots 
during five hours ata stretch by the application of an 
apparatus of tirage force. If they don’t attain this 
speed the government will refuse them.” 

The Admiral congratulated us upon our freedom 
from the incubus of the unwieldy ironclads upon 
which foreign Governments have wasted so much 
money and expressed the opinion of them to which 
the ARmMy AND Navy JOURNAL has adhered from the 
beginning. Crwmsers baving a speed of nineteen 
knots would in a fight, he contended, have the ad- 
vantage of a huge ironclad 1n which the attempt 
has been made to unite the ram, heavy guns, armor 
plating and torpedoes. A cruiser, being smal! and 
moving about with rapidity, is almost impossible to 
be hit, while the buge ironclad is a splendid target, 
and the huge steel plates are now perfectly vulner- 
able to projectiles charged with fulmi cotton or 
with meniline. He said: **The proposed cruisers 
are merely the application of lessons taught by 
your great Civil War. They are merely Alabamas 
adapted to the latest advance of science. The motto 
of your naval reform should be ‘Les Alabamas, 
encore les Alabamas, et toujours les Alabamas.’”’ 

The Admiral expresses the highest appreciation of 
the American naval officers, their pluck, their 
scientific attainments and their splendid seamanlike 
qualities. The Admiral summed up the whole secret 
of building naval vessels when he said with refer- 
ence to new French cruisers he was about to ask for: 


I shal) not have these cruisers built in the Government 
dockyards, but in the great commercial dockyards of 
France. I shall say to the mercantile constructors: “ Build 
me a cruiser with a minimum speed of nineteen knots, 
capable of being increased to nearly twenty knots for 
a period of five hours "—the critical period of achase. By 
the application of the tirage force instrument, lately in- 
vented, skilful engineers a-sure me that this speed is per- 
fectly attainable. I also say to the constructors: “If the 
cruiser on her tria] does not attain this speed then the Gov- 
ernment will refuse her, and she can be utilized for the 
merchant marine.” fhe constructors will agree to these 
terms, for there is always a demand in commerce for vessels 
of this type, and thus there is no risk of the Government 
baving on its hands a quantity of failures, as might be the 
case if the cruisers were to be constructed in the Govern- 
ment dockyards. 


Tbe English Admiral, Sir Spencer Robinson, a 
former Lord of the Admiralty, said: 

Your 4,000-ton cruiser seems to me to combine most of the 
good qualities a cruiser should possess, always, of course, 

rovided she attains an estimated average speed of eighteen 

nots an hour. This speed 1s about as high as is necessary, as 
cruisers must be built to combine many orposing qualities, 
rone of which can safely be subordinated to speed. 


The Italia he thought an admirable boat for the 
defence of the Mediterranean, which she maxes 
practically an Italian sea. Outside she would roll 
herself to bits. She might carry coal enough to 
cross the Atlantic, but when across she would have 
no coal to return with, or for bombardments or 
cruiser chasing. The Admiral said: 

Torpedoes, storms and coal supply will, however, effectu- 
ally limit the action of the heavier armor-clads against the 
American coast defenders, who now bave so much advan- 
tage that,even with our West India coaling stations, the 
British armor-clads can hardly endanger New York. 
would like to criticise one point in your cruisers—namely. 
the rigging, in action. This is certain to be shot away, and 
probably in falling would foul the serews and wreck the 
vessel. Moreover, there is nothing to be gained by running 
such a risk, since if these plans are drawn.to scale, your 
cruiser, nine days out of ten, could not make two knots an 
hour under sail, hardly steerage way. 

George Mackrow, the naval architect said: “If 
the American cruisers reach eighteen knots that 
will be, 1 think, as fast as is needed; nevertheless, I 
expect within a year or two to see ocean cruisers of 
twenty knots speed.” 

William John, manager and naval architect of 
the Barrow Shipbuilding Company, thought we 
should have fewer guns and more speed. He said 
further : 

Irouclads are of course absolutely worthless for protect- 
ing commerce or destroying cruisers. Cruisers of nineteen 
knots speed are absolutely safe so far as jronclads are con- 
cerned, I do not think such American ports as New York 
are in the slightest danger from any class of ironclads afloat. 
Torpedoes, torpedo boats and submarine torpedo boats add, 
you know, so vastly to the natura! difficulties, foreign iron- 
clads would have to contend against outside these ports. I 
would not dream of using ironclads to protect New York 
against ironclads. 

The Herald also interviewed upon this subject 
Commodore Gherardi, commandant of the Brook- 
lyn yard, and other officers of the Navy, Chief En- 
gineer Albert J. Kenyon, Dr. H. Aulick, and Lieut. 
Wm. P. Day, and the Atlantu’s ‘‘ offiver of the deck, 
a gentleman whose modesty caused him to request 
that his namesnould be withheld from publication.” 
Tbe general opinion of the Service upon the new 
cruisers is so well known that 1t is not necessary to 
quote what they said here. Commodore Gberardi 
is described as *'a handsome, dignified officer of the 
old school. Evidently a seaman to the backbone, 
and a man who, after many years of active service 
in all parts of the world, was as keenly alive to the 
needs and interests of the service as the most entbu- 
siastic young ‘midshipmite’ or the best posted *‘ sea 
lawyer.’ ”’

THE BUFFINGTON SIGHTS. 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

New rifles, with the improved (?) Buffington 
sights, have now been issued to the infantry cor 
and the old ones, with which some of us have achiev 
the distinctive f. m. of 200, have been boxed up and 
“turned in” for further modification. ‘ More's 
the pity;”" we all want them back, but the wheels of 
progress (?) have overridden all our protests. 

The marksmen of '79 and ‘80, fellow pilgrims of 
the Army, are growing older year by year, and are 
passing away; of the good shots some have been 
discharged, some have gone over the “range,”’ and 
others, who yet remain, sur les drapeauz, are com- 
pelled by advancing age to use the eye glass for or- 
dinary print and figures. But the Ordnance Depart- 
ment has taken no note of natural causes and ef- 
fects in age =pen the line the acceptance ofa 
new system of sighting without a previoustrial.

SHALL THERE BE DISCIPLINE? 


Our report of the inspection of the 13th shows a 
bad state of affairs there, and the “Mother of Regi- 
ments” still furnishes an example to the rest of the 
guard as pernicious as ever. Theinterest of the ser- 

‘vice and military decency generally urgently call for 
immediate remedy. If, therefore, thereis to be a 
court of inquiry let it be ordered and begin its work 
atonce. The proceedings will be tedious enough. 
The court-martial appointed for the trial of Lieut. 
S-nitb, which will probably also try Lieut. Benedict, 
is a competent one, and if it does 1ts duty neither of 
the two accused can escape dismissal. To bring every 
man guilty of insubordination to trial on separ- 
ate charges in each vase, would consume ap amount 
of time and cause trouble almost incalculable, and 
it would therefore be better to select the ring lead- 
ers and those who committed the most a va 
offences, and summarily discharge them dishonora- 
bly. This would be getting rid of the bad elements 
at once without waste of timeand trouble, prevent 
their ever disgracing the service again, and seta 
wholesome example to those who have been drawn 
1nto the mutiny against their better judgment, many 
of whom now regret their connection with the mat- 
ter. For the authorities to remain inactive any 
longer is almost criminal neglect. To keep in service 
an orgavization like Co. H 1s disgracing the N. G., 8. 
N. Y., before the whole world, and the company 
should be disbanded at once. There is a report that 
the Inspector General has recommended that course. 
If not, the authorities should act on their own judg- 
meat. This thing has been permitted to go too far 
already, and there is no remedy short of very radi- 
eal action. The authorities cannot be ignorant of 
what 1s flagrant before the whole world, and they 
should therefore strike a decisive blow at once. The 
mother of regiments may have been a thing of 
beauty, but her joy is now gone forever. She should 
not be allowed to produce any more children in her 
present condition. 





THE BARTHOLDI PARADE. 


THE disinclination on the part of the troops to 
turn out on the occasion of the Statue of Liberty 
celebration is but natural when the amount of work 
they have recently been called upon to perform is 
cousidered. We have had Governor's Day, Creed- 
moor, inspections and the preparatory work con- 
nected therewith all in one month, and the loss of 
time, expense to the various orgauizations, eollect- 
ively or individually, is quite considerable. No 
wonder that employers object to their young men 
joining the State troops. The New York and 
Brooklyn troops lost an entire day each when they 
turned out before the Governor, and the expense 
for music, ete., on that occasion was quite an 
item. In fact, as it was well known that the Na- 
tional Guard would be expected to turn out October 
28, the Governor could have reviewed them on that 
occasion and made one job of it. Taking into 
further consideration that neither the General Gov- 
ernment at the Grant funeral nor the State at the 
previous celebration in connection with the 
Statue of Liberty, reimbursed the regiments 
for band expenses, their disinelination to turn out 
again on an occasion for which the General Govern- 
ment should have provided a liberal appropnation 
is well founded, ard not at all due to lack of pa- 
triotism. The brigade commander appreciated the 
situation and has left the matter of turuing out to 
the option of the troops, and so far only the 7th 
Regiment and the two batteries have signified their 
intention of parading, and there is no prospect of 
any of the others falling into line. While the ab- 
sence of the National Guard will detract much from 
the appearance of the parade, which should be as 
imposing as possible, the unpopularity of a turnout 
among the troops is not unreasonable. First to make 
a man pay out of bis own pocket for being a soldier, 
and then to require him to lose time and pay 
expenses which should be defrayed by the Govern- 
ment is putting it on too heavily.

INSPECTION OF THE ELEVENTH N. Y. 


THE 1lth was inspected at the armory of the 69th 
on Friday evening, Oct. 15, in State Service uniform.

INSPECTION OF THE THIRTEENTH, N. Y. 


On account of the troubles in the 13tb, the inspec- 
tion which took place on Tuesday evening, Oct. 19, 
ar ph matier of more than usual interest. It 

ad -been reported that acts of insubordination 
would be committed and this brought outa large 
crowd of spectators, more than is generally the 
case. There was also a number of prominent offi 
cers of the General Staff, and of New York and 
Brooklyn regiments, who are seldom seen on occa- 
sions of this kind. Among these we noticed particu- 
ularly Brig.-Gen. J. M. Varian, Chief of Ordnance; 
Brig.-Gen. W. H. Brewnell, Col. E. F. Gaylor, of 
the 47th, several officers of the 12th New York, and 
a host of others, whose names lack of space forbids 
us to mention. These all clustered around Colonel 
Fackner, and all their actions demonstrated their 
approval of the course taken by that officer and 
their support. Inspector-General Schaefer was 
present in uniform. 

he regiment turned out in fair force, and when 
the call for the formation of line sounded everybody 
watched with intense interest the action of the men. 
Nothing unusual, however, occurred; on the con- 
trary, the command formed well and stood steady 
and the inspecting party could hardly find anything 
to criticize while walking along the line. There was 
no pena in review. hen the Inspector-General 
and his assistants, who, on this occasion consisted of 
Colonels T. H. McGrath, W. J. Denslow, and F.C. 
McLewee, had regained their posts, the Colonel 
broke .the command into column of fours and 
started the march, and when he had reached the 
roper point Paty the command right wing column 
eft march, The order was not obeyed, the column 
marched on, and the result was that it had to be 
vountermarched to bring 1t back to the point where 
the change of direction was intended in the first 
place. ere being not sufficient room to form the 
regiment in one consecutive column of compan- 
ies, it was the intention to place the wings in two 
lines and then wheel them into column of companies 
for inspection separately. This has been donein the 
13th on numerous previous occasious, and there 
could hardly be an officer or a man who did not un- 
derstand the movement. The Colonel’s command 
was strong enough to be heard by every outsider. 
The head of the column may uot have heard it, but 
the general opinion was that the failure to obey it 
was not due to a- bona fide mistake, but rather 
an attempt to prove that “the t'olonel's 
voice is weak,” to putintg execution one of those 
small threats of which so many are floating around 
in the daily press to oppose him, and make it diffi- 
cult for him in every way. We bope that the gen- 
eral opinion formed on the occasion isa mistake, 





cessively wheeled into column ot companies, the 
first by the Colonel, the sevond by the Major. Even 
here there seemed to be diversity of opinion, for one 
officer orderea bis right guides and the other his left 
guides to cover, but this matter does not amount to 
much. The inspection went on well until Co. H was 
reached, Col. McGrath inspected the front and Col. 
Denslow the rear rank. Both officers are thorough 
soldiers, and call the 13th their “Alma Mater,” and 
therefore can hardly be supposed to be disposed 
otherwise than neg we d to the regiment. Co. H is 
the concern which lately distinguished itself by a 
series of performances which would have disgraced 
the inmates of Bloomingdale Asylum. The action 
of the company was notan open outbreak, but the 
bearing of the men was defiant, every action bear- 
ing the stamp of insubordination. Both inspectors 
noticed this. Col. McGrath, who never loses his 
temper, got angry. His eyes flashed fire. He di- 
rected the company to be marched to the rear and 
ordered his assistant, (ol. MeLewee, to inspect 
them over again, and to keepit up until the thing 
was done properly. McLewee was not afraid and 
went at them in good style. They did, however, 
hardly appreciate the situation, and while abstain- 
ing from open acts, kept up a negative state of in- 
subordination. In faving about after stacking arms 
two men managed to place their feet so as to knock 
over two stacks of arms. This was doubtless inten- 
tional, for the regiment is too well drilled to ex- 
hibit awkwardness of this kind. Col. McLewee wus 
evidently disgusted, and hetold the company his 
opinion in plain words. How often he went through 
the performance of inspecting the knapsucks we 
cannot tell, because we were engaged elsewhere, but 
we noticed at least three times, and are informed by 
reliable authority that he did not cease until the 
Naeger ye was executed in proper shape. Exhi- 
itions of this sort ought, however, not to be al- 
lowed, and it seems to be time for the State authori- 
ties to intervene. Companieslike H of the 13th 
should not be permitted to exist, and we heartily 
second the opinion of Col. McLewee that the com- 
pany is pothing but an armed mob, and ought to be 
“clubbed with night clubs.’’ Otherwise the affair 

passed off peaceably and properly.

INSPECTION OF THE SEVENTH NEW YORK. 


A TQTAL force present of 966 out of an aggregate 
of 1031, enabled the 7th to make an imposing ap- 
pearance at the inspection which took place at the 
armory on Thursday evening, Oct. 14. here is no- 
thing surprising in this large turnout, but in yiew of 
the generally attenuated ranks of the majority of 
other organizations which we have been cumpelled 
to report, it is gratifying, as well as important, to 
point out an instance where enthusiasm and 
esprit is maintained at the standard it should be. 
This was the only occasion where the in- 
spection was preceded by a review and where 
Inspector General Schaefer was present in 
uniform and performed the functions of his 
office, which has so far been noticed this season. 
The review was executed with ten commands of 32 
files and was of the usual kind witnessed in this ar- 
mory, Viz.: with even swinging step, steady aligu- 
ments, and fine distances—just as should be the case 
on such occasions. A course of instruction in salu- 
ting would, however, not be out of place in the cases 
of many officers. Immediately after inspection col- 
umn of companies was formed and the remainder 
of the ceremony was completed in remarkably 
short time, because everything was in full readi- 
ness, everybody in bis proper place, and accoutre- 
ments and arms in fine condition. The whole passed 
off like clockwork. The brevity of the ceremony, the 
absence of all incident, naturally compels us to 
make our report brief. The regiment showed off to 
decided advantage.

RIFLE PRACTICE IN THE GUARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


THE criticism contained in your paper of Oct. 9, in 
reference to the manner in which rifle practice is 
taught the militia. isa shot in the rigbt direction. 
This farce of grinding out marksmen to fill the col- 
umns of a report bas been before the public too long 
and it is about time some reform in this important 
matter was inaugurated. The present system of rifle 

ractice is condemned by nearly all tbe rank and 

le, whoare familiar with it, and even the recruits are 
disgusted an | loseinterest. Referring to your nextis- 
sue (Oct. 16) [see that your article is there endorsed in 
the main by Gen. Wingate, whose wide experience 1n 
rifle practice cannot be questioned. Some of his re- 
marks, or suggestions rather, are excellent; but 
when he infers that the present lack of ammunition 
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being allowed sighting shots, I think he is wrong. 
If the present allowance of ammunition were issued 
properly, sighting shots could be allowed each man— 
and without increasing the present allowance. Itis 
clearly apparent to all who have underwent instruc- 
tion in marksmanship at Creedmoor, that ot am- 
munition there was plenty and is dealt out liberally 
—and in some cases too much so. Here’s the rub. 
Some companies use twice as much ammunition as 
others—the number of men being equal. Then again 
some men during the season—in their endeavors to 
qualify—expend 80 rounds and over, while others 
get through with 20 rounds. A detachment, say of 
14 men, frequently expend double the amount of 
ammunition of that used bya detachment of 28 or 30 
men. While some of the staff officers and others peg 
away as much as they please, eome of the 
more unfortunate have to qualify with the usual al- 
lowance. Of course ammunition dealt out in this 
indiscriminate and sometimes partial manner, will 
not “go round” to all, as it would otherwise. The 
State issues so many thousand rounds per year; let 
this be divided pro ratato each regiment accordn 
to the number of men on their roll, and there woul 
be more than enough ammunition to give each man 
at least three sighting shots at each range besides his 
qualifying score. Then 4 adopting a time limit as 
suggested, in which each man should shoot his 
score, the men would be enabled to learn properly 
to use their own rifles and in reasonable time. 

There would undoubtedly be some very slow shots 
who might be unable to qualify in the time limit; 
these could be divided in a separate class till they 
improved sufficiently. There will be no difficulty in 
arranging these little details if the proper authorities 
are alive to reform. Gallery practice is excellent, so 
far as it goes, butit will not muke an open air marks- 
man. There are numbers of gentlemen who can 
make full scores regularly in a rifle gallery, who, 
when they go to Creedmoor, cannot make 25 per 
cent., the conditions vary so much; still gullery 

ractice 1s an aid to the soldier in overcoming timid- 

ty in firing and “ flinching,” and every regiment 
should be provided with asuitablerange. Volley firing 
and skirmishing should receive more attention than 
they do. Itis perfectly true that there is great tim- 
idity evinced in the men when firing in a mass. This 
could be obviated to a large extent by company 
commanders who should put all the reliable shots in 
the rear rank. This would allay the trepidation of 
the nervous man considerably; the writer, himself, 
just missed having his head blown off once by a care. 
less and nervous rear rank man in volley firing, who 
discharged bia piece accidentally, and can therefore 
understand a man being a little nervous—unless he 
knows who is behindhim. The reliable shotsshould 
invariably be placed iu the rear rank when firing in 
volley. If skirmishing was practiced more it would 
enable men to get some idea of judging distance. 
But when the range is removed toa place that can 
be reached in a reasonuble time without delay, more 
time will be available for improvement. However, 
pending this necessary removal of the range toa 
place within — reach, the matter of dealing out 
ammunition with some degree of system that will 
admit of sighting shots to all, the improvement in 
sights, and the other reforms suggested in the Jour- 
NAL should receive prompt attention and should not 
be overlooked.

FIRING AT ARMOR PLATES. 


*Soux interestin experiments are now being car- 
ried out at Shoeburyness, with the firing of differ- 
ent classes of projectiles at compound armor plates. 
We shall ebortly have a good deal to say about these 
trials and the lessons they teach. Meanwhile we ma 
notice the extremely successful result obtained with 
a projectile furnished by Messrs. Holtzer and Co., of 
Unieux. The target fired at was made by Sir Jobn 
Brown and Co., an Ellis compound plate 16 ip. thick, 
made up of 6 in. of steel and 10 in. of iron, witha 10 
ft. backing of oak. The projectile wasa chrome 
steel shell weighing 714 Ib. loaded, and{was fired from 
a 12 in. trunnionless breech-loading gun with a 
charge of 2% Ib. of prismatic powder, The initial 
velocity obtained was 1,910 ft.,and the projectile 
struck the plate fair in the centre, piercing it and 
the oak backing but being brought up by a wrought 
iron plate at the back of the latter. The compound 
plate was seriously cracked, and wasin fact practi- 
cally destroyed.—Engincering. 





A NEW TORPEDO. 


Tue London Daily —— y says: In the recent 
experiments at Portsmouth the Whitehead torpedo, 
whieh was launched at short range, struck the wire 
netting hung out to protect the ironclad Resistance, 
add, exploding, carried a portion of itaway. Al- 
though the net was but 30ft,. from the ship’s side, the 
hull received no damage, and so further experiments 

are to be carried out to ascertain how near the hull~+ 
tbe net may be carried with safety to the ship. 
There is, however, another of these engives of war 
which is being secretly experimented with, for 
which it is claimed that nettmg would interpose no 
seriougobstacle to its effecting the destruction of 
ironelad. The submarine contrivance referred 

to is the invention ofa young Australian civil engi- 
neer, named Louis Brennan. Trials were offered, 
and these have been privately conducted for some 
months by the paval officers belonging to the tor- 
pedo department. I[t is stated that the reports show 
the results to have been most satisfactory. The 
Brennan, so far as can be learned from those who 
have seen the trials, will prove a most efficignt 
guardian for ports and harbors. It can also ho em- 
| a for offensive operations inst an enemy's 
eet. The present form of this addition taeyrarma- 
meut is desigued to be sent out from a fart or other 
harbor work to sink an enemy's vessel. There is, 
however, another type intended to be directed from 
shipboard against an antagonist's craft. A number 
of advantages are claimed for it over those knowya 
as the fish, Luy,and Whitehead torpedoes. It is en« 
tirely a mechanival contrivance, not depe tin 
any way on chemicals or gases for propulsion op 
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electricity for steering. Next, it is said to run fur- 
ther at a greater 8 than any existing machine 
of the kind, and finally, such isits weight and power, 
it will pierce any netting and get at the vessel's 
hull. It1s between 20 or 30 feet long, andits weight 
about one ton. [ts form, except that it is cylindrical 
is proportioned much the same as 4 fish—blunt 
head, bulging back and tlen fining away to the 
tail. The Brennan torpedo is started rapidly down 
an inclined plane. A stationary engine, with the 
requisite gearing, rapidly unwinds from within the 
missile two 18 gauge steel wires which drive the 
screw shafts. Into the sea and onward goes the 
terrible weapon, its two screws whirling with power 
and speed only limited by the strength of the sta- 
tionary engine ashore. At a 8 of 26 knots an 
hovr, which can be raised to 30, swiftly as a locomo- 
tive the moving mine bores through the water. The 
steersman ashore can turn it to left or right, or at 
the close of its course of 1,500 or 2,000 yards, direct it 
homeagain. Its effective range is from two to three 
times tarther than the Whitehead. 








EMPEROR WILLIAM'S HEALTH.

COLD COFFEE FOR MARCHING SOLDIERS. 


A coop mark for Gen. Boulanger! In the instruc- 
tions sent to the officers commanding the Regular 
Army and the militia reserves engaged in the au- 
tumn manceuvres, they were told to prevent, as 
much as possible, soldiers drinking at the first well 
they meet, and 1f the weather was hot, to make each 
man take with him before setting out ona long 
march a provision of filtered water. If he had said, 
*a provision of could coffee,” it would have been bet- 
ter. There is no such safe and sustaining drink as 
coffee for the marching soldier, tourist or sports- 
man. It prevents,in places where food is scarce and 
bad, typhus fever, by counteracting rapid waste of 
the tissues. The internal waste caused by fatigue is 
the most dangerous of any, inasmuch as the vitality 
is too low to throw it off, and so all the dead stuff in 
the body poisons what is living. 1 haveseen persons, 
after walks greater than their strength could bear, 
suffer as if from violent poison. 
they were poisoned, but merely through inability to 
get rid of the detritus of wasted tissuein themselves. 
Tourists should, no more than Gen. Boulanger’s sol-

diers, when out on holiday excursions, drink water 
out of the first well they meet, and to prevent the 
rapid using up of their own bodies they ought to fill 
up their flasks, before staiting on long walks, with

GUNS AND ARMOR. 


WirnHov0t reference to the vicious influences that 
have been so prominent in the conduct of some of 
our departments, the recent debate in the House of 
Commons in Committee of Supply disclosed facts 
that show, as Sir W. Barttelot expressed it, that “it 
is a matter of the pennens importance, not only to | 
the Army, but to the country. The country has de- 
manded that there should be a thorough investiga- 
tion of the whole subject.” 

It would seem that we may look with reasonable 
confidence to a thorough and exhaustive examina- 
tion by the Royal Commission. We bope this inves- 
tigation will pot be restricted to a voluminous evi- 
dence and non-committal report destitute of useful 
conclusions and direct placing of responsibility, but 
will include recommendations for a series of public 
experiments with warlike stores that will be so ex- 
haustive and comparative as to leave no doubt as to 
which 1s the best sword, bayonet, torpedo, gun, or 
armor plate; and in which responsible inventors 
will have the same opportunity to test their weapons 
as tbe members of that conservative “‘ring,’’ who 
for so long a time have alone enjoyed these benefits. 
There are members of the House who will no doubt 
object to an increase of the ‘votes for this purpose, 
on the theory that the departments already have 
sufficient information on these points to direct in- 
telligent uction. These experiments, however, can 
be made most satisfactorly and economically car- 
ried out, if rigid regulations be laid down requinng 
suitable guarantees from the competitors. We 
already possess well-equipped proving grounds 
where large sums of money are being spent in ex- 
—— upon the development of war material. 

‘o these grounds should be seut guns, torpedoes, 
and armor plates, not only of our own production, 





but of that of any country whose iuventors and 
{manufacturers have produced arms of ackuowl- 
| edged superiority. ? 

| Let it not bea trial of ideas, conceptions, or in- 
| ventors’ theories, but of proved productions, and 
‘let the trials be conducted as Lieut. Jacques, of the 
United States Navy, has expressed it in a recent re- 
port on “Modern Armor,” “witb the strictest 
equality of conditions.”” He well says, * the scien- 
tide exactness with which the Italian experiments 
have been made entitle the results obtained at 
Spezia to be accepted as of the highest technicsl 
value.” 

France has rewarded our manufacturers by giving 
them large contracts for proved material; Germany 
is buying tools of us; Italy purchases our guns: 
Japan, our ships. Why should not we, if the result 
of such competitive trials proved other material to 
be better than our own, be willing to give suitable 
reward to the successful manufacturer for the valu- 
able information and material they willsupply? If 
their guns are better, give a coutract for a reason-

In relation to guns, no further argument is needed 
to tell us that some better method than the one now 
in use must be found for the supply of the army and 
navy. The American Gun Commission presented 
very able reasons for, aud was unanimous in recom- 
ee separate establishments for the army and 

lf the contracts be honestly awarded, the compe- 
tition of our steel manufacturers will insure the best 
material; while the rivalry between the two 
branches of the military service would secure to the 
country the best obtainable results. 

The Admiralty would do well to weigh carefully 
this little report of Lieut. Jacques, of which Captain 
Orde Browne, iu our contemporary, the Engineer, 
has said, ‘The question mainly discussed in this 
little pampblet is whether iron or steel will be em- 
ployed generally in the future. The writer has 
visited Europe repeatedly, being well-known as the 
author of the work embodying the results of the 
labors ot the Gun Foundry Board. He has collected 
valuable information which we have not met with 
elsewhere, and his opinions are such as must win 
consideration and respect, and are ably and clearly 
expressed.”’ 

As far as relates to our own manufacturers, his 
conclusions may reasonably be accepted as un- 
biassed; while as secretary to the Gun Foundry 
Board, whose recommendations were based upon 
the results of the widest research, secretary to the 
Ordvance Committee of the Upper House of the 
United States Congress, and the author of several 
reports to that Congress and the Navy Department, 
his opinion carries weight. 








THE NEW COMPOUND WOODITE. 


Aw interesting experiment, marvellous in its re- 
sults, was made by permission of Mr. Thorsten 
Nordenfeldt at his Dartford range on Thursda 
with a recently patented compound called “ weed 
ite,” of an elastic and resilient nature. A target 
was built up of 36 8-in. cubes of this substance, vul- 
canized on to a %-in. iron plate, this being again 
fastened by screws and nuts to another %-in. plate 
supported in a lightiron fiame. To test the efficacy 
of the material as a leak-stopper, tnis target was 
fired at from a distance of about 50 yards by 3- 
pounder and 6-pounder quick-firing guns. When it 
is remembered that the diameter of the 6-pounder 
projectile is 244 iv., the results must be considered as 
most astonishing; for after five shots had been put 
into the target, three point-blank and two at an 
angle of 45 deg., it was found most difficult to dis- 
tinguish the pots of entry. None were bigger than 
a pencil-poinut, nor were there any signs at the back 
of the substance of splitting o1 rending, although 
the holes iu the iron plates were not less than 31¢ in. 
in diameter, and rather larger in the case of the 
oblique shots.
